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SENATE TO BOOT OUT FARCICAL ASB 


By Tony Ching 
To. foster a spirit of unity in 
all student activities, to promote 
the development of the college, 
and to better school-community 
relations, the present managerial 


system ‘of student government 
must yield to a representative 
system. 


The representative student gov- 
ernment should be divided into 
three branches: the executive, the 
legislative, and the judicial. 

The Executive 

The executive power shall be 
vested in the president. He shall 
hold his office for one semester. 
He shall be a member of the as- 
sociated student body, and he 
should have ‘a knowledge of par- 
liamentary procedure. He also 
should have a cumulative GPA 
of 2.25 maintained throughout 
the term. 

Duties and powers of president. 


The ASB president shall: 

1) Appoint a cabinet with the 
approval of the senate to act as 
his advisors with the exception 
of the vice president and club 
commissioners. 

2) The cabinet should consist 
of Commissioner of Finance, ASB 
Secretary, Commissioner of Social 
Activities, and Commissioner of 
Public Relations, Freshman Presi- 
dent, Sophomore President, and 
Treasurer. 

3) ASB president should pre- 
side over all cabinet meetings. 

4) ASB president should have 
the power to veto within two 
college days any student senate 
measure. 

5) Call a general meeting of 
the ASB upon the receipt of a 
petition signed by two-thirds of 
student senate or at his own dis- 
cretion.

6) Be ex-officio member at all 
standing and special committees 
of the executive department. 

7) Call a meeting of the fresh- 
man and sophomore classes with- 
in the first two weeks of each se- 
mester for the purpose of giving 
instruction to new students. 

8) Review the minutes of the 
cabinet and student senate in or- 
der to bring to the attention of 
those bodies any suggestions made 
by previous ASB. 

9) Have the power to make 
temporary appointments and dis- 
bursements in the opinion 
of the ASB president and the 
cabinet faculty advisor, an emer- 
gency has. risen and a decision 
cannot be delayed until the next 
meeting of the cabinet or senate. 
Such emergency action must be 
reviewed at the next meeting of 
the cabinet. 

10) Appoint with approval of 
two-thirds of the senate the mem- 
bers of the student judicial 
boards. ¢ 

11) Appoint special committee 
with approval of senate. 

12) Appoint with approval of 
two-thirds of senate a qualified 
member to fill a vacant office 
with the exception of the vice 
president and commissioner of 
clubs. 


The ASB vice president shall: 

Preside over senate. 

Preside over cabinet and ASB 
meetings with exceptions of the 
Judicial Board in the absence of 
the president. © < 

The president from time to 
time shall give to the senate in- 
formation of the state of ASB 
and shall recommend to their 
consideration such measures as 
he shall judge necessary and ex- 
pedient. 


The president shall meet at 
least once a month with the presi- 
dent of Hartnell College to re- 
port on student business and to 
exchange news and reports on the 
affairs of Hartnell. 

The president shall be official 
representative of Hartnell at all 
official functions and meetings, 
as well as the official host of 
Hartnell college to all visitors. 

Legislative power of ASB shall 
be vested in the student senate, 
presided by the vice president 
of ASB. 

The senate shall be composed 
of no less than twenty-one mem- 
bers and shall make available one- 
third of its seats to candidates of 
each class in each fall semester. 
Senators shall serve: a one-year 
term. Senators elected in each 
fall shall serve the period of fall 
semester to the end of the spring 
semester. 

In the spring semester no less 
than one-third of the senate seats 
shall be available for election of 
the freshman standing senators 
only. 


Their term of office shall ex- 
tend also a one-year term from 
spring semester to the end of the 
following fall semester. Senate 


classification shall be then two- 
third sophomore senators and 
one-third freshman senators at 


each fall. In the spring it shall 
be two-thirds freshman and one- 
third sophomore. 

The advantage of this plan is 
that every fall there will be at 
least one-third experienced sena- 
tors to lead the senate in its 
function while the newly elected 
senators become adjusted and fa- 
miliar with the office. As the 
sophomores near graduation, they 
will yield their two-third major-

The freshman will repiace the 
expiring. sophomore _ senators. 
Thus the senate is evenly repre- 
sented the whole year, with elec- 
tions of one-third senate offices 
every semester. Those freshman 
senators elected at the spring se- 
mester will be the chain of con- 
tinuity for the following fall. 


1) Qualifications for student 
senate shall be: 
A. Full-time member of 


Hartnell College. 


B. Maintain a 2.00 cumula- 
tive GPA while in office. 


2) The senate shall approve all’ 
appointments made by the presi- 
dent. A two-thirds vote deter- 
mines such appointments. 


3) The senate shall. choose its 
own officers and also a president 
pro-tempore, who shall serve as 
presiding officer in the absence 
of the vice president, without 
vote, unless the vote is equally 
divided. The senate shall also 
have the sole power of impeach- 


iment of all officers of ASB sus- 


tained by ‘two-thirds of the senate. 

4) The senate shall be judge of 
elections, returns and qualifica- 
tion of its membership; and a 
majority of its constitutional 
membership shall constitute a 
quorum to do business. The sen- 
ate may provide penalties to com- 
pel the attendance of absent 
members. 

5) The senate shall keep a 
journal of its meetings and shall 
publish these records within a 
reasonable length of time after 
each meeting. The senate shall 
meet at least once a _ week 
throughout the regular college 
semester, except as those times of 
vacations or legally established 
holidays. 

6) All programs for raising 
revenue shall originate or be ap- 
proved by the senate. The senate 
shall be responsible for approval 
of the budget. 

7) All. programs that initiate 
from the senate shall go to the 
president for approval before 
they become law, If the presi- 
dent approves, the law shall be 
signed; but if the president shall 
reject and return the law to the 
senate for reconsideration, the 
senate may then in reconsidera- 
tion, by a two-thirds vote of its 
constitutional membership, pass 
the measure again and make it 
law. 


Judicial Power 


The judicial power of ASB 
shall be vested in a student court. 

The court shall have one chief 
justice and four associate justices 
and shall meet when required. 


At least two justices must be 
appointed from each class. They 
must have a 2.50 GPA and knowl- 
edge of parliamentary procedure 
and be a member of the ASB. 


At no time shall the student 
court have more than two jus- 
tices’ who hold membership in 
the same organization on campus. 

The court shall have the sole 
right and power to take away 
from a student the rights and 
privileges of associated students. 

The student court justices shall 
be appointed by the ASB presi- 
dent and shall serve while at- 
tending Hartnell College of terms 
not to exceed two semesters. 

The student judicial court shall 
interpret and review those laws 
which are enacted,

Baez Puts Up Dukes To Hit War

Carmel Valley in Monterey 
County. has been a quiet place 
with expensive homes and 
ranches. Many wealthy people 
live on the sides of the rugged 
hills. There are admirals, gen- 
erals, and even colonels on the 
hills. They ride horses or just 
rest from their business in Mon- 
terey or San Francisco, 


Two years ago a slender, gentle 
singer of folk songs built a home 
on nine secluded acres in the val- 
ley. She was famous for her songs 
of love and peace. She brought 
with her an ancient idea: peace. 

There was war in the world 
then in the Dominican Republic, 
Vietnam, India and Africa. There 
was a different kind of war going 
on here in the south. In these 
places people were being killed. 

Joan Baez thought that killing 
was a sin against all mankind. 
So she put her idea to work. She

She chose to build her magnifi- 
cent Spanish style home in a 
canyon, nearly as remote and hard 
to approach as Joan Baez. 

What is it this young woman 
is protesting?

She answered, “Somehow in- 
volved in singing I would get the 
feeling at the beginning of con- 
certs that I wasn’t singing some- 
thing that didn’t have some kind 
of protest to it. And in essence 
what I was saying turned out to 
be as though I were preaching 
non-violence. I didn’t think about 
it that way. You know I was 
sort of a nice, sweet little girl 
with nice sweet ideas.’ Then six 
years ago at a Quaker meeting in 
Palo Alto I met Ira Sandperl, 
my Sunday School teacher. He 
taught me all about non-violence. 
You know so many people are 
against non-violence and are sup- 
porting organizations that I op- 
pose and protest against. Or- 
ganized violence and organized 
murder. So many people accept 
this hands down without reflec- 
tion. They say ‘think of Com- 
munists. ‘Bang.’ There aren’t 
any Communists. They just need 
Communists to take care of any- 
thing they are afraid of and don’t 
understand.” 

Do~ you feel: people are afraid

Hostility 

What is it about Joan Baez 
and her Institute that troubled 
so many people. Recently, the 
Monterey Board of Supervisors 
granted her a renewal for her 
school and also permitted her to 
hold classes on weekends and ex- 
pand the size of such classes, The 
furor of protest against her school 
was not evident at the hearing, 
but it is still there. This re- 
porter has spoken extensively to 
residents of Carmel Valley who 
told me point blank they don’t 
want her to remain in the valley 
and will make every effort to get 
her out. But in the meantime 
they have learned to live with 
Joan Baez and her institute. 

William Hallan, former Japa- 
nese prisoner of war perhaps typ- 
lifies the reaction in the valley. 
“I spent 41 months in the prison 
camps to preserve things like de- 
mocracy and whatnot and what I 
fought for. I don’t think schools 
like this should be. allowed in:the 
valley area or any area.” 

“You know all about the vio- 
lence of the war having spent that 
long in the prison camp, Mr, Hal- 
lan. This school purports to 
teach non-violence. How do you 
feel about non-violence?” 

“Non-violence, in my _ estima- 
tion, is only what you make of it, 
and in order to keep a country 
free like we hope in this country 
you must have a certain amount 
of violence.” 

Mr. Hallan said there must be 
a certain amount of violence. If 
you say Joan Baez or non-violence

“King Richard of the Backfield” 


Facing the threat of having to 
compete in the 1966 season with 
a fairly inexperienced backfield, 
coach Arvin,Smith must have had 
some doubts as to the potency of 
the Hartnell Panther ground at- 
tack. Charlie Ingram, who last 
year was Hartnell’s top rusher, 
had not yet reported into camp 
and the game with the Allan 
Hancock was only days away. 

It was another Smith who 
erased all of the doubts the 
Panther mentor might have had 
with his blazing speed and hard 
running. This other Smith, Rich-

ard by name, was hardly given 
the publicity due to a player of 
his caliber. In fact, his name, 
when mentioned at all, was put 
in merely as an after thought. 

The forgotten man on_ the 
Panther roster, Smith wasted lit- 
tle time in making a name for

himself in the annals of Panther 
lore. On the very first play of 
the 1966 season, Smith took the 
Allan Hancock kickoff and raced 
95 yards for what appeared to be 
a touchdown. A clipping penalty 
nullified the score and Smith was 
credited with only a 50 yard re- 
turn. Smith later scored both 
touchdowns, a run of 55 yards 
and a pass of 45 yards, in Hart- 
nell’s 12-6 win over Hancock. 

Following his great night in his 
Hartnell debut (he gained 128 
yards rushing), Smith was pegged 
by one sports writer as “All The 
Way” Smith. The nickname was 
apparently a jinx as Smith was 
held to only 19 yards in the 
Panther’s 27-14 loss to the Col- 
lege of Sequoias. 

Used more sparingly than 
usual, Smith gained 80 yards in 
10 attempts as Hartnell clobbered 
Solano College 27-0. 

Following a 26-7 loss to Laney, 
Smith’s 88 yards gained against 
the Eagles put him second in the 
Coast Conference in rushing. 

Smith’s record for the 1966 
season is indeed impressive. 
Rushing, he has gained 375 yards 
in 61 carrier for a 6.2 ‘average. 
He has scored two of his five 
touchdowns on runs of 55 and 33 
yards and usually gets in one 
long gainer before the evening’s 
action is completed. In the air, 
Smith has accounted for 219 
yards with 11 receptions. That 
wors out to a 24,1 average gain. 

At press time, Smith was 16th 
in California in rushing:

to many people, their minds im- 
mediately conjure images such as 
there: Civil rights demonstrations, 
peace demonstrations, and free 
speech movements.— these are 
non-violence only as tactical tech- 
niques, not as strategic or philo- 
sophic concepts. 

Joan Baez is a non-violent per- 
son, and she has tried to her best 
to practice what she has learned. 
During her recent trip to the 
South she helped ‘Negro children 
register at white schools. She has 
continued to grow in the process 
but she is the first to admit she 
has a lot to learn. 

Doopy 

“Frankly I get tired of being a 
political goat. I don’t want to be 
political or spiritual doopy. I 
have turned. to Ira to help me 
because he has brains and is the 
only person. that I respect who 
knows more about non-violence 
than anyone else. Ira taught me 
what books to read and intro- 
duced people to me. Then I 
thought it would be a great idea 
to get a group of people together 
and study and discuss political 
and social non-violence, a new 
idea only 40 years old. And like 
the term “revolution,” it frightens 


people who don’t know anything 
about the word. They are afraid 
of Galileo, Darwin and all these 
things. There is a tremendous 
opposition. I hope they will ac- 
cept non-violence soon.” 


So Joan and her classmates 


study, meditate in: silence every 
day and they exercise rather nois- 
ily, and: above all they discuss 
non-violence. 

But they are called subversive. 
Newspapers have condemned 
them .as_ individuals geared to 
undermine the draft and lower 
the morale of American service- 
men, and give aid and comfort to 
the enemy. 

Is that what they teach? Joan 
replied, “Actually there has been 
no one here who has burned his 
draft card. This is something 
everycne has to decide for him- 
self.” 


It would be wrong to assume 
that because Joan Baez and Ira 
Sandpearl are deeply committed 
to non-violence, they would not 
fight for what they believe to be 
right. They will and they do. 
But their weapons aren’t arms. 
Joan’s music is perhaps the great- 
est weapon. Young people have 
rallied to it. Not too long ago, 
she sang her song in front: of 
U.C.’s Sproul Hall and moments 
later the students marched into 
what was to become the most 
famous sit-in in the United 
States. Then her message wasn’t 
a battle cry or a call to arms. 
She said simply, “If you go in, 
go in with love in your heart.” 
They went in. 


Joan’s philosophy for living 
could be summed up in a single 
sentence that for two thousand 
years has been mostly ignored. 
it is “Thou shall not kill.”
